.sons to be educated. 


"Studies are now being made In 


many statements with a view of de- 
termining other means of providing 
necessary additional revenue. In West 
Virginia a tax has been placed on sign 
boards and on a popular soft drink.

"School finances in the state are go- 


ing through n crisis at this time- 
North Dakota Is not, however, alone in 
this matter."
